White House continues 
attack on Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford’s chief spokesman today renewed 
the White House attack on Congress, 
accusing both the House and Senate of 
moving too slowly on legislation that 
would provide relief to the nation s 
taxpayers.

describe Congress slow progress, Press 
Secretary 
Ron 
Nessen 
nonetheless 
refused to say whether Ford would 
accept a House Ways and Means 
Committee measure for a $21.3 billion 
tax cut —more than the President 
requested 
But Nessen said Ford was upset that 
the House calendar for this week does 
not include action on the Ways and 
Means Committee measure. He said 
Ford also was disturbed that the Senate 
has not yet scheduled hearings on a 
proposed income tax rebate for 1974. 
Other White House aides have said 
that Ford would accept the Ways and 
Means 
tax 
proposal 
with 
some 
reservations 
"He feels very, very strongly that 
Congress is not acting with the proper 
speed to get a bill out,” Nessen said 


Nessen repeated Ford's criticism of 
Congress shortly afer the President met 
with his top economic advisers 
Nessen said he did not know when 
Ford would veto legislation suspending 
for 90 days the increased fees which he 
recently imposed on imported oil. He 
said Ford still believes the veto will be 
sustained by Congress, despite efforts to 
override it. 
All the head counts taken on Capitol 
Hill say the vote will be close, but there 
will be the two-thirds needed to override 
a promised veto and delay the $3 per

The council hiked city water 
rates 34 per cent in early January and 
programmed another automatic water 
rate boost for this December The total 
price hike will be about 80 per cent and 
the money is earmarked to recharge the 
almost dry city water fund and begin 
building a storage reservoir and other 
improvements. 
Without

improvements, say other consultants, 
city peak fire fighting capacity may be 
dangerously low, insurance rates might 
rise, and water rationing might become 
necessary in summer droughts. 
The Orange County consulting firm of 
Haworth, 
Anderson

recommended the nearly half million 
dollar new city hall project to the 
council last Tuesday on the basis of 
council and city staff discussions at a 
study session a week earlier. All of the 
$702,000 for the three-year community 
development plan would be federal grant 
money. The extra $450,600 would come 
partly from city revenue sharing funds 
($273,900) and part from a city tax 
money fund labeled for city hall 
rebuilding ($176,700). Revenue sharing 
was an earlier federal grant program 
with a different purpose. 


The public has submitted proposals 
and views on spending the $702,000 
community development funds m three 
public hearings. No public hearing has 
been held or is scheduled to poll public 
reaction to the proposal of building a 
new city hall with nearly half a million 
dollars of other city funds.

this time last year. This campaign to 
rejuvenate the city’s historic core will 
not receive any revenue sharing money 
under the consultant's plan, but will get 
$316,000 in CD funds 
The revenue 
sharing money slated for the downtown 
project would go for the new city hall. 
The reason for the maneuver is simply 
that CD funds can’t be used for a new 
city hall but revenue sharing funds can. 


A $100,000 chunk of revenue sharing, 
slated earlier to build a Community 
Center in Ryon Park, would also go for 
the city hall project, the consultants’ 
urge, as would $23,900 in revenue 
sharing earlier set aside to facelift the 
present city hall. Plans for the Ryon 
Park facility would be junked under the 
consultants’ plan and the present city 
hall would be converted into a combined 
community, youth and senior citizens 
center for $50,000.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Secretary of 
Defense James Schlesinger contends 
there still is some validity to the 
"domino theory” and the United States 
should keep its commitments to its 
allies in Southeast Asia. 
In seeking more military aid for South 
Vietnam and Cambodia, Schlesinger 
referred to the theory, first proposed in 
the 1950s, that if the United States 
permits one nation to be overrun by 
Communist forces there will be wide 
and unfavorable repercussions. 
Its original proponents argued that 
each "loss" would make it easier for the 
Communists to take over other nations 
—like a row of falling dominoes. 
The administration wants $300 million 
for South Vietnam and $222 million for 
Cambodia, in addition to $275 million 
already planned, before June 30.

difference.

ATHENS (U P I) — A group of young 
Greek army officers linked to the 
former military dictatorship attempted 
to overthrow the Greek government 
today but were foiled, a government 
spokesman announced.

Caramanlis 
ordered 
a 
partial alert of the armed forces fol­ 
lowing "conspiratorial movements by 
unrepenting officers, related to those of 
the dictatorial regime awaiting trial." 
"The situation is under full control of 
the government throughout the entire 
state,” the spokesman said. 
A military junta led by Gen. Georgios 
Papadopoulos seized power in Greece in 
April 1967 and held it until last summer 
when events in Cyprus forced it to 
resign. 
Caramanlis 
became 
the 
civilian 
premier and sent Papadopoulos into 
exile with four other members of the 
junta. 
They 
were 
charged 
with 
conspiratorial activities and sent into 
exile on the small Aegeian isle of Kea 
while awaiting trial.

Charles L. Zink, candidate 
for a seat on the Lompoc school 
board, has lived in the Lompoc 
Valley area only 10 months, but 
he says he has found the local 
district doesn't measure up to 
education in Dallas, Tex., or to 
his own personal standards 
It was dissatisfaction stirred 
by the experience of one of his 
children that convinced him he 
should toss his hat in the ring. 
There has been "too much 
experimentation,” he said in an 
interview He cited the local 
district’s use of the Initial 
Teaching Alphabet, < ITA) as 
an example. “They don’t learn 
to spell the words,” he said. 
They 
learn 
to phonetically 
identify 
and 
then 
in 
the 
conversion 
they 
can 
still 
identify, but they never learn to 
spell.” 
Zink and his family hail from 
Texas. He is supervisor of 
information 
system s 
for 
Federal 
Electric 
Corp 
at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
The Zinks have four children 
enrolled in Lompoc schools, 
kindergarten 
through 
the 
eighth grade. 
Zink 
has 
worked 
with 
children in the Boy Scouts, 
youth swimming and as a 
church 
leader. 
In 
his 
biography, 
he 
says 
he 
is 
interested 
in 
improving 
education through better use of 
available resources. 
Zink cited some results of 
recent testing to prove his 
point,, 
that 
youngsters 
apparently do fairly well at the 
third grade level, but that their 
skills in his view seem to 
decline by the sixth grade. “I 
get the impression that the 
local school system has tried 
too many ideas and let them 
stay too long — they’re the kind 
of ideas that probably had a 
sm all 
bit 
of 
v a lid ity 
somewhere, 
but they 
have 
ended up becoming an integral 
part of the teaching system and 
they have never looked back to 
see, is this doing the job or are 
we out in left field?” said Zink 
with the words and 
ideas 
coming in a burst. “They’re 
always looking back and saying 
“we need to help the kids — 
that test the other day, they 
said ‘we’re going to do some 
remedial work.’ 
Zink said it 
would “ save us a whole bunch 
of money if we didn’t have to 
have remedial classes and 
taught them the first time 
around ” 
Zink has strong views on a 
variety of issues related to the 
local education scene. 
For 
example he says, “ I think the 
basic concept of the personnel 
unit concept is good only to a 
limited 
degree.” 
Then 
he 
declared: “The principal and 
his staff shouldn’t be totally 
left out there to do their own 
thing as far as the way they 
spend the money.” 
Zink feels the $1.5 million (or 
whatever amount the original 
sum has grown to) in windfall 
monies should be saved as a 
hedge against the economic 
clouds 
that 
are 
on 
the 
education horizon “ It’s kind of 
like 
everything 
else 
that’s 
a s s o c i a t e d 
with 
any 
government entity — everyone 
wants to spend money without 
considering that today it may 
be there, but they better look at 
tomorrow.” 
As a relative newcomer, 
what was Zink ’s reaction to the 
district’s fiscal budget? “ I was 
surprised at the size of it, 
surprised at the amount of 
money being spent secondly, 
but I was flabbergasted at the 
amount of money that goes 
into supporting administrative 
salaries as opposed to teaching 
salaries. 
It’s well over $2 
million 
in 
salaries 
for 
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administrative staff salaries 
while it’s only a little over $8 
m illio n 
for 
t e a c h e r s . 
Somewhere 
along 
the 
line 
we’ve got a little overloaded ” 
Zink is critical of the school 
libraries and says the statistics 
he received showing $10,000 in 
the budget for library books is 
not enough "How can you get a 
child to read?” he asked, “ if 
you don’t give him anything to 
read?” 


Zink is also critical of the 
widespread use and discussion 
of 
“ communications,” 
to 
denote the exchange of ideas 
among people. ”1 think, really, 
communication is an overused 
excuse by too many people,” he 
said. 
“ A 
good 
teacher 
communicates 
with 
her 
students.” 


Zink 
also 
b e l i e v e s 
elementary class ratios of 28 5 
students to one teacher is 
“pretty close to the optimum;” 
and on the question of special 
education trends declared: “ I 


can see special education for 
those 
with 
an 
absolute 
difficulty, but not to the extent 
that they’re trying to do now ” 
Zink believes the present 
grading 
system 
has 
some 
merit, but that there shouldn't 
be an overemphasis on grades. 
In other respects Zink holds 
the following beliefs: 
— “Counselors should have 
their programs rearranged so 
they can spend more time with 
each child.” 
— “Every elementary school 
should have a music teacher.”

The city clerk, Hart added, is 
required to keep a “correct

done, he said, has been judged

council The citizens group has

U.S. may supply emergency 
ammunition to Addis Ababa 


ADDIS ABABA (U PI) - 
Government sources said today 
the United States has told 
Ethiopia it probably will grant

Eritrea despite a possible 
embarrassment in U.S.-Arab 
relations. 
The Eritreans, financed by 
the Arab nations of the Middle 
East, have predicted eventual 
victory and establishment of an 
independent Eritrea Western 
diplomats 
said 
the 
hard- 
pressed military government 
fighting 
the 
secession 
movement is also faced with a 
revolt in its own ranks 
The government sources said 
the U.S. ammunition airlift 
could start in the next two to 
three weeks. Ethiopia earlier 
this month asked Washington 


for 
$24 million 
worth 
of 
ammunition for its mainly 
American-equipped army that 
has been battling Eritrean 
rebels in the northern province 
for nearly one month.

to m ilitary

here, although 
Ethiopia manufactures some of

expenditures

fighting and its troops will face 
critical shortages within one 
month to six weeks if the battle 
continues at the same level.

American military aid to 
Addis Ababa has been drying 
up in the last few months after 
Washington decided on a go-

junta of 59 former prominent 
Ethiopians last November. 
The government sources said 
Washington was leaning toward 
supporting an old ally that it 
largely equipped and trained in 
the past and agreeing to supply

It was a difficult decision for 
Washington to make, involving 
as it does widespread Arab 
support for the Eritrean cause 
and possible complications for 
Secretary of State Henry A.

Kissinger was said to be 
involved in the decision on 
supplies for Ethiopia. 
The Eritrean guerrillas have 
threatened to attack Red Sea

persons aboard Saturday and 
held the aircraft for eight hours 
before being overpowered by 
police 
Security agents boarded the 
plane Saturday night as Siquei­ 
ra 
freed 
31 
women 
and 
children, taking advantage of 
the confusion to shoot the 


hijacker. 
The government declined to 
disclose his condition, imposing 
secrecy on the case. But a high 
government source said Siquei­ 
ros was well enough to be 
questioned by police. 
Mrs. 
Alaide 
Siqueira, 
a 
sister-in-law of the hijacker, 
said he had “ suffered a nervous 
breakdown’’ recently because 
of overwork. 
“ We had planned to calm him 
down and being him to Goiania 
where he was going to enter a 
hospital,’’ 
she 
said. 
“The 
hijacking was the result of his 
disorder because he was never 
involved in politics.” 
Siqueira disappeared from 
his home in the small interior 
city of Inhumas Saturday and 


Israelis step up 
patrols on border 


United Press International 
Israeli troops stepped up 
patrols along the Lebanese 
border today after an Arab 
guerrilla squad searching for 
hostages broke a seven-week 
lull in raids across the frontier. 
In Cairo, the Arab boycott 
office 
called 
for 
stronger 
economic measures against 
foreign firms dealing with 
Israel 
The military command in Tel 
Aviv said Israeli forces killed 
one guerrilla near the frontier 
Saturday night but two others 
fled back into Lebanon. No 
Israeli casualties were repor­ 
ted. 
On the body of the dead 
guerrilla, the Israelis said they 
found grenades, explosives, a 
loudspeaker and leaflets in 
Hebrew, Arabic and French 
demanding the release of Arab 
prisoners held in Israel. 
Among the prisoners men­ 
tioned was Greek Catholic 
Archbishop Hilarion Capucci, 
serving a 12-year sentence for 
smuggling weapons to guerril­ 
las in the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank of Jordan 
The Israeli command said 
the leaflets were signed by the 
Beirut-based Popular Demo­ 
cratic Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine 


The clash south of Shtula in 
western Galilee was the first 
such incident since Dec 31, 
when an Israeli border patrol 
killed three infiltrators near 
Yiftah 
In an opening statement to 
delegates at a meeting of the 
Arab Organization 
for the 
Boycott of Israel in Cairo, 
chairman Mohamed Mahgoub 
urged adoption of new rules to 
“ eliminate the loopholes’’ in 
the 27-year-old embargo. 
Other 
Arab 
factions, 
however, were believed to 
favor some participation by 
blacklisted, Jewish-run banks 
in international loans. 
Three of the 13 boycotted 
banks — Lazard Freres of Paris 
and Rothschild’s French and 
New York branches —have 
been excluded from lucrative 
Eurobond issues because of 
Arab pressure. 
After the 1973 Middle East 
war, Mahgoub said his boycott 
office “ received an unusual 
flood” of applications from 200 
blacklisted Western firms pro­ 
mising to sever relations with 
Israel if allowed into Arab 
markets. 
Mahgoub said in an interview 
the current 
session 
would 
consider lifting the ban on 57 
companies.

Guarnieri said Siqueira, armed 
with a Bereta pistol, used a tiny 
baby as a shield to gain access 
to the cockpit and take over the 
copilot’s seat.

Mrs. Siqueira said the hijack­ 
er had graduated from the 
University of Brasilia and 
worked at several government 
ministries, always scoring well 
on civil service examinations.

in military 


Woman refused delivery 


aid for lack of money 


LATTA, S.C. (U PI) - Mrs. 
Shirley Jean Abrams, 23, could 
not find a doctor to deliver her 
baby or a hospital to have it in 
because she had no money. 
The baby, a 7-pound, 2-ounce 
girl, was bom in an ambulance 
with the help of two rescue 
squad members and one of 
their wives. 
“ I was scared I was going to 
die,” she said, because she had 
trouble when her first two 
children were bom. 
Mrs. Abrams was married at 
age 13 after she dropped out of 
school in the fourth grade. Her 
husband, Leroy, 37, is a fifth- 
grade dropout and earns about 
$37 a week doing odd jobs at a 
used furniture business. 
The hospital refused to admit 
her because only emergencies 
are admitted without a doctor’s 
orders, and obstetric cases are 
not considered emergencies. 
Dr. Dan F. Moorer, who 


treated her through November, 
dropped her as a patient 
because she did not have 
enough money to pay him. 
Moorer said he warned her well 
in advance of the cost and 
suggested that she go to the 
Health Department for aid, but 
Mrs. Abrams said she forgot 
about the suggestion. 
The couple has now decided 
against having more children. 
“ She’s going to have an 
operation,” Abrams said. “ I 
want more children, but I 
haven’t got the money to take 
care of them.” 
“ I don’t ever want to go 
through that again,” she said. 
“ Looks like I had trouble with 
all of them. I reckon it ain’t 
meant to be for me to have no 
more.” 
The family has been staying 
at his father’s home because 
“ we ain’t got no heat at home 
and we ain’t got no money to 
buy none,” he said. 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) -

three times more common in 
the military than in the general 
population.

It is estimated that about 90 
million Americans use alcohol 
and that about 9 or 10 million 
have a serious problem with it. 
And many times, the diagno­ 
sis of alcoholism is not even 
mentioned in a patient’s medi­ 
cal record, he said.

Tension high

The IAM had expected the 
UAW to support their 19,000- 
member strike against McDon­ 
nell Douglas plants at St. Louis 
and Southern California. 
“They just didn’t keep their 
promise,” said Ivan Lynch, 
president of 
IAM 
District 
Lodge 720. “They made a 
promise to us that they would 
stick with us all the way.” 
The machinists, who have not 
met with the company since the 
strike began, walked out at 
McDonnell Douglas plants in 
Torrance, Santa Monica, Palm­ 
dale, Vandenberg Air Force 
Base and St. Louis.

The former president spent a 
five-day visit at the Palm 
Desert, Calif., estate of mil­ 
lionaire publisher Walter An- 
nenberg The visit culminated 
with a dinner party Saturday 
night, attended by such nota­ 
bles as Bob Hope and his wife, 
former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and his wife, Nancy 
and singer Frank Sinatra 
Hope described Nixon as 
being in “only fair spirits” and 
looking “ as if he needed a lot of 
rest.” 


“ He wasn’t as light-hearted 
as I’ve known him to be in the 
past,” the comedian said. “ And 
that was rather sad for me.

Doctors may be 
forced to quit 


LOS ANGELES (UPI I - The 
high cost of malpractice insur­ 
ance may force thousands of 
American doctors out of busi­ 
ness this year and cause a 
health care crisis throughout 
the nation, the president of the 
California Medical Association 
said this weekend. 


Dr. 
Stanley 
Moore 
told 
delegates to the annual CMA 
convention here Saturday that 
the 
state of 
the 
nation’s 
economy is forcing insurance 
companies to either cancel 
liability coverage for doctors 
or 
raise 
premiums 
astronomically. 


“ We are gravely concerned 
with the impact of this on the 
health 
of 
the 
people 
of 
California because it has to 
follow that there simply aren’t 
going to be doctors there to 
respond to the needs when the 
people get sick and needed 
medical care,’’ Moore said. 


He cited a six-county medical 
group in the San Francisco 
area, 
for example, 
whose 
insurance carrier canceled its 
master 
insurance 
plan 
effective April 30. 


Moore said the company 
later notified the doctors that 
the 
firm 
would 
consider 
renewing 
members of the 
group on an individual basis, 
although 
the “ reinsurance” 
would cost members 380 per 
cent more in premiums. 


“This 
means 
that 
if 
a 
physician had been paying, 
let’s say, $4,000, he is looking at 
a 
$16,000 
premium 
and 
physicians 
simply 
cannot 
absorb that,” Moore said.

A building fund grows 


Alpha Club memoirs

In 
the 
fall 
of 
1922 
Alpha 
Club 
membership was 66 and meetings were 
still being held in the library basement 
room By now the subject of a clubhouse 
had become of prime concern It had 
been decided in March to build Mrs. 
E.L. Heiges was serving her first term 
as president. Mrs. McCabe had moved 
that the club’s $50 bond and other special 
funds be put into a special clubhouse 
fund 
In July that sum was $114.64 Hattie 
Smith announced the dahlia show for 
August with 12 prizes to be given. A tea 
table 
was 
to 
be 
featured, 
with 
opportunity for a silver collection. A 
Chamber of Commerce supper brought 
proceeds of $102 The club won first 
place award and $25 for its Fourth of 
July float. 
Mrs. 
Moore 
and 
Mrs. 
McCabe 
reported work in regard to obtaining a 
clubhouse location Lot prices ranged 
from $250-$450 
By January '23, the clubhouse fund 
had grown to $332.37 Mrs. Ida Sloan and 
Mrs. Addie Dannels were appointed 
chairmen for the 1923 dahlia show 
Admission would be 15 cents for adults, 
10 cents for children There would be 
prizes for best dahlia entries. Members 
approved another Fourth of July float. 
In August, Mrs. Oats, author of a 
pageant “Valley of the Gold,” gave a 
synopsis to members. The pageant was 
scheduled 
for 
September 
with 
an 
estimated cost of $665 Mrs. Ida Sloan, 
pageant chairman, later reported the 
event a great success 
Under the presidency of Violet Lilley 
in the fall of ’26, the building committee 
announced that the club now had $848.97 
in their special fund and should start 
looking for lots. In May the following 
year, Mrs. Oats announced there was “ a 
possible chance” to buy a lot for the 
clubhouse near La Purisim a Mission A 
committee was appointed to investigate, 
but found the owners “ not interested in 
selling.” 
By September Mrs. Hazel McCabe, 
now president, announced that several 
lots were under consideration for the 
site. The most favored was a 75x90 foot 
lot at East Ocean and B Street (where 
the 
clubhouse 
now 
stands.) 
The 
clubhouse fund was now $912.62. 
More 
lots 
were 
considered 
the 
following month although Mrs Will Hall 
moved “ we do not consider lots at this 
tim e.” Her motion lost and the lot 
owned 
by 
E verett 
and 
Peterson 
approved 
for 
purchase. 
This 
was 
accomplished in December at a cost of 
$925, and the deed placed in the bank 
box 
B ank

incorporation of the club the following 
year 
After purchase of the lot the 
clubhouse fund was back to $205 58. 
Slowly 
additional 
funds 
w ere 
accumulating and reached $356 40 The 
son of a mem ber presented the club with 
a m iniature clubhouse bank m which to 
collect donations. 
Incorporation of the club was again 
discussed and in May 1929 members 
voted to have the proper papers drawn 
up By April 1930, the clubhouse fund had 
reached the sum of $759 66 That fall an 
assessment for street paving for the 
club lot amounted to $41.23. By the last 
meeting in 1932, the clubhouse fund was 
$1,266.93 and the general fund held 
$68 06 
In April 1933 Alpha Club members 
held a special meeting and gave the 
clubhouse contract to Mr. Peterson (A 
news item in the Lompoc Record, 
reviewing history, gave the cost of 
erecting the building as $2,500.) That 
July R.M 
Adam turned over $230 75 
from the San Julian (roadi opening fund 
to 
be 
used 
for 
Alpha 
Clubhouse 
furnishings. The Santa Maria Gas Co 
“ loaned a gas range — for keeps.” 
The clubhouse, with meeting room 
and kitchen, was completed and ready 
for the first meeting of the new club 
year Sept. 2, 1933 with Mrs Adeline 
Perozzi Green presiding Meetings were 
held the first and third Saturday of each 
month at 2:30 o’clock There was an 
opening 
luncheon 
with 
a 
special 
committee. An even more elaborate 
affair was the open house party given 
Sept 13 with a printed program booklet. 
The clubhouse was pictured, officers 
and section chairmen named and other 
pertinent information listed (A copy is 
among the Lompoc Valley Historical 
Society 
records.) 
Alpha 
had 
five 
sections at this tim e — art, literature, 
music, home and garden and Jr. Alphas. 
In the first years, presidents served for 
three month periods. Dues were 25 cents 
a quarter. 
Alpha Club minutes of Sept. ’35 reveal 
that 
“ the 
annual 
payment 
of 
the 
principal debt for Alpha Clubhouse was 
paid one year in advance.” During the 
1961-62 presidency of Mrs. Paul Weaver, 
the entire mortgage was paid and the 
occasion 
suitably 
recognized 
by 
members. 
Meanwhile in January 1955, Fern 
(Mrs. 
Jack) 
DeGroot, 
the 
club’s 
building chairman, reported on details 
of a proposed dining room addition, 
20x30 feet. 
Marvel 
(Mrs. 
Edward) 
M arquart, Ava (Mrs. Robert) Sudden, 
and Dorothy (Mrs. R ay) Stalker were on 
her committee Jack DeGroot provided 
talent in drawing the plans. Edward 


Negus won the building contract for 
under $2,500 in bid with others. By 
September 
that 
year, 
during 
the 
presidency of Jane (Mrs. 
Richard) 
Henning, the addition was completed. 
A beautification program 
in 
1973 
brought re-pamting of the building both 
inside and out, modernization of the 
kitchen, re-winng, carpeting and drapes 
in the main hall, vinyl flooring in the 
kitchen and dining hall 
The inside 
painting was volunteer work by Alpha 
and Jr. Alpha members, who made their 
painting sessions a fun and fellowship 
affair 
T hrough 
the 
y e a rs 
m em b ers 
landscaped their property, planting to 
enhance its appearance. The clubhouse 
offers an attractive place not only for 
their meetings but is in frequent use for 
bridge games, weddings, anniversaries 
and parties on a rental basis.

The double squeeze 


At 
special 
City 
Council 
sessions 
tonight and tomorrow night, the people 
of Lompoc may well get their last 
glimpse at $450,600 that threatens to 
bum through the municipal pocket 
without public comment and in a week's 
time The half million is being groomed 
to pay for a new city hall 
At these hastily ar­ 
ranged meetings, the 
city’s top panel will 
decide 
what 
city 
projects to jot down 
on a 
th ree-y ea r 
grocery 
list. 
The 
shopping 
excursion 
was 
planned 
last 
month as a $702,000 
outing funded entirely 
by 
federal 
dollars 
from the Community 
Development 
Block 
Grant program. But 
only last Tuesday, this 
grant-funded shopping 
stroll to the corner 
market 
showed tell-tale signs of expand ing into 
a $1.15 million expedition all the way 
downtown to spend another $450,600 — 
$273,900 in city revenue sharing cash and 
$176,700 in tax money straight from the 
city coffers. All of it would go for a new 
city hall. 
None of the original $702,000 will come 
from city tax or other funds and it has to 
be spent anyway — a hard tunes gift 
from Uncle Sam to rehabilitate local 
housing for the poor and near poor, to 
rejuvenate blighted downtown areas and 
finance other specific efforts. It was the 
spending of this money — and only this 
money — that was the subject on which 
the public was invited to give its views 
in public hearings on Jan. 14 and 22 and 
on Feb. 18, last Tuesday. 
$702,000 is roughly half of the city’s 
allotted total six-year entiUement of $1.8 
m illion 
under 
the 
Com m unity 
Development Block Grant program. The 
other half of the money won’t be 
available for another three years. The 
public hearings focused on the peoples’ 
views on an initial required three-year 
development plan for the first half of the 
community development grant money. 
The idea to have the city chip in an 
extra half million to this three-year plan 
for this single project was unveiled at 
Tuesday’s 
council 
confab 
by 
a 
consulting firm that had spent all of six 
days 
working 
out 
city 
spending 


priorities The city hall proposal was 
sprung without advance notice (the 
consultants' report wasn’t released until 
30 minutes before the council session) 
and long after the two major public 
hearings on city spending priorities had 
been closed. 
The consultants 
arrived 
at 
their 
recommended city spending list by use 
of an involved system of ranking each 
individual project by points according to 
a list or criteria, the most important of 
which was “community-wide benefit.’’ 
Everyone at the Tuesday meeting, 
consultants included, agreed that the 
system was largely a matter of private 
opinion. 
Surely, the list couldn't be called a 
matter of public opinion in the case of 
the city hall proposal. The public was 
never asked what it thinks of spending 
revenue sharing and city money on a 
new city government headquarters. 
True, the idea of building a new city 
hall was introduced by the city staff — 
no one from the public suggested it — at 
the second of the public hearings on the 
CD grant last month. And the moderator 
at that hearing was careful to invite 
discussion of projects which are clearly 
not eligible for funding under the 
community development grant law 
But knowledgeable members of the 
public at this hearing knew from news 
reports, city press releases and an 
earlier grant guideline briefing by the 
consultants that a new city hall couldn’t 
possibly qualify for money under the 
community development grant. The 
idea wasn’t serious. It was irrelevant — 
a new city hall couldn’t be built with 
these funds anyway. The public was 
never told at that hearing, and never 
dreamed, that the new city hall idea 
might show up later as a recommended 
project on a beefed-up project list 
incorporating an extra half million in 
city money that could be spent on it. 
The present city hall on West Walnut 
Avenue was dedicated in 1942 as a USO 
and is anything but a Taj Mahal. It has 
no adequate chambers for council or 
com m ission 
m eetings 
and 
city 
departmental offices spill over into an 
adjacent building because it is simply 
too small to house every office of 
Lompoc city government. 
But not very many weeks ago, the 
council considered it possible that the 
existing city hall auditorium could be 
remodeled 
into 
a 
decent

chambers for $30,000 or a little more.

This hasn’t been pursued The fire chief

By contrast, one of the liveliest issues 
in town — cited often in the current race 
for an open council seat — is the city’s 
utility rate situation The city recently 
enacted a two-stage water rate increase 
approaching 80 per cent to pay for just 
the beginnings of vitally needed water 
system 
improvements.

city 
consultants estimate that Lompoc's 
water fund will be $1 million m the red 
by 1978. so the water bills may not have 
stopped rising yet The city also recently 
considered halving garbage collection 
service due to soaring costs and now 
faces 
costly 
new 
environmental 
regulations in operating the city dump 
Sewer rates were recently doubled 
Inflation is eating up city service levels. 
The list goes on and on. 
But spending some grant money or 
some of the city’s other money to ease 
the burdens on Lompoc’s population of 
tax and utility rate payers was not a 
project 
the 
consultants 
thought 
worthwhile enough to recommend. 


The council members are not the 
ogres in this interlude — not yet anyway 
— because they have yet to finally 
decide where the money will go. That 
happens tonight and tomorrow night. 
And some of them have already taken 
some 
issue 
with 
the 
consultants’ 
package. 


The city staff, for its part, first said 
that the CD grant application had to be 
made by April 15 and then changed this 
to April 1. Then, not more than two 
weeks ago, came the bulletin from City 
Administrator Gene Wahlers that the 
spending list must be finally decided 
before March 1. If the March first 
shopping list deadline was known of 
before this, it certainly wasn’t made 
well known. 


It was a double squeeze. No sooner 
were we told that the CD spending list 
had to be hustled together in a matter of 
days than we also learned of a move to 
tack a half million dollar city hall on to 
it without public dialogue 


The 
only 
opportunity 
for 
public 
dialogue on the matter may come 
tonight and tomorrow night. Tonight's 
study session will begin at 4 p.m. in the 
City Hall Auditorium in the rear at City 
Hall, 119 West Walnut Ave. Tomorrow’s 
meeting begins at 7.30 p.m. at the same 
place. Both are open to the public. 
As of now, chances are good that this 
time next week the city will have 
committed itself to a priorities list for a 
$1.15 million spending venture. The only 
question then, as now, will be whose 
priorities are they?

into account is that 
n o w a d a y s 
the 
differences 
between 
formal states of war, 
and of peace, are less 
clearly defined than 
they were Clearly we 
fought

Indochina, but we did 
not denominate it as 
such Nor did we de­ 
clare 
war 
against 
Castor 
Cuba 
even 
while mounting a huge 
military 
operation 
against it 
is because a formal 
declaration of war carries the implicit 
obligation of the war-making power to 
use its total resources, and our total 
resources come close to the power to 
blow up the globe. Accordingly, we 
stress war less; but the obligations to 
keep the general peace impose upon us a 
condition of alertness, an attraction to 
the minor operation for the purpose of 
aborting the major operation.

about some of the achievements of the 
OSS, precursor of the CIA, during the 
war. The Americans, 
struggling to 
emerge from an age of innocence, began 
the war without an intelligence arm. 
“It’s hard for us to realize today that 
there was a time in 1940 and 1941 when 
William J. Donovan was a one-man CIA 
for President Roosevelt.”

are 
a 
multiplicity 
of 
reminiscences in Mr. Casey’s speech. 
One 
that 
particularly 
strikes 
the 
imagination was the report in 1942, from 
an escaped Norwegian scientist, that the 
Germans were probably on to the 
feasibility of an atom bomb based on 
heavy water. Hitler had ordered a 
tripling of production from a plant in 
central Norway which was the only 
source of heavy water in Europe. The 
Norwegian scientist fashioned plastic 
explosives 
exactly 
appropriate 
to 
destroy the laboratories in which he had 
recently 
worked, 
and 
these 
were 
attached 
by 
nine 
N orw egian 
paratroopers. 
But a few months later, the Germans 
had 
the

Is there a way, inexpensive to human 
life, to abort such a development? All 
these plots sound Graustarkian, but the 
possession of the bomb is every bit as 
melodramatic as the possession of the 
Prisoner of Zenda 
Nothing 
is 
more 
expensive 
than 


ignorance, nothing more apocalyptic 
than crises that result from ignorance. 
If we had known the missiles were on 
their way to Cuba, we might have 
aborted their installation without the 
nuclear suspense of October, 1962 It is, 
in the last analysis, an exercise in 
untntelligence to go as far as the 
enemies of the CIA seem prepared to go.

practices

Members of our Unit 211, with ears to 
the ground, approached the situation in 
various areas of our community, by 
talking with young students, some of 
their 
teachers 
and 
by 
personal 
observations. 
Comments concerning the salute to 
our flag and related ceremonies were ; 
Parents and passers-by applaud the 
efforts of El Camino School students 
and their faculty with their morning flag 
assembly and the playing of the National 
Anthem on the intercom system . The 
message is there every morning loud 
and clear. 
Also a short time after we had started 
our survey, we were impressed and 
pleased with the Lompoc Record’s news 
release, with pictures, of the flag 
procedures at La Purisima School. 
This led us to wonder why we had 
received 
information that Miguelito 
School classrooms do not participate in 
flag ceremonies. A number of students 
from this school informed us that their 
class rooms did not post a flag, or 
participate in the salute to the flag or 
sing the Star Spangled Banner. A visit to 
Miguelito School, by members of our 
Unit, found class rooms without flags 
and at the opening of the school day no 


flag ceremonies were observed. 
The situation was discussed with 
several teachers, one answer was that

It would seem that the starting of 
the day with the ceremony of respect to 
the flag is left entirely to the individual 
teacher’s discretion. 
As a group we feel that patriotism and 
loyalty to our country has to be taught 
during the formative years of a child. 
Question asked of a second grade 
teacher of many years — “Does your 
class salute the flag?” — was answered 
“Yes, sometimes — but it does get so 
boring.”
